The "thirteenth appendix" to the HSCA Report on the JFK assassination is a staff report entitled "Oswald, the 
CIA, and Mexico City." This report describes what the Committee learned about Lee Oswald's trip to Mexico 
City less than two months prior to the assassination. Questions it grapples with include why the CIA was 
apparently unable to obtain a photo of Oswald from any of its photographic surveillance stations (and instead 
produced a photo of a "Mystery Man" who was clearly not Oswald), whether Oswald was impersonated in 
Mexico City, and what credibility to attach to any of the indications and allegations of Communist conspiracy 
emanating from that city. 


The so-called "Lopez Report," written by staffers Dan Hardway and Edwin Lopez, had a number of 
redactions removed in 2003. These included "CIA A" (Daniel Flores aka Luis Aparacio), "CIA B" (Thomas 
Keenan), "CIA F" (Robert Zambernardi), LICHANT/1's true name (Manuel Carvillo), and the previously 
blacked-out crypts ZRSOLO and ZRJOINT. It also revealed the name of a Mexico City CIA Chief of Station, 
Larry Sternfield. Many redactions remain. 


The Lopez Report is a good starting place for grappling with some of the many mysteries of the Mexico City 
affair. Newly released files have provided new information not present in this report. The LBJ taped phone 
conversations for instance, include startling corroboration for the claim that audio intercepts of an Oswald 
impersonator were listened to by FBI agents in Dallas while Oswald was in custody. Declassified testimony 
of David Phillips, the Tarasoff couple who translated the tapes for the CIA, and others illuminate some areas 
and deepen the mystery in others.

1978 all times our Mexico City Times unless otherwise specified they were met and escorted through 
customs by David Patten an employee of the United States embassy the following morning May 31st 1978 
the HSC a representatives met with u.s. embassy political officer Richard Howard concerning procedure mr. 
Howard scheduled a meeting at 11:15 a.m. with the chief of the CIA station in Mexico City this meeting was 
preliminary in nature and concerned procedures regarding arrangement of the interviews of ex CIA 
employees in Mexico at 12:00 noon the HSC a representatives and Richard Howard met representatives of 
the government of Mexico the Mexican representatives were one doctor hey-zeus Llanes advisor to the 
Attorney General's executive officer to Fernando Baeza chief administrative officer for the Attorney General 
and three commandant a Florentino Ventura chief of the Mexican Federal Police the Mexicans informed the 
staff members at this meeting that they had located Silvia Duran Horacio Duran reuben duran and Pedro 
Gutierrez Valencia and that each person was willing to be interviewed by the HSC a representatives footnote 
Pedro Gutierrez Valencia claimed that he bumped into Lee Harvey Oswald at the consulate on September

IDO foot alena Gadara reported that at one of the twist parties emilio Caballito and si bo SQ had come to the 
conclusion that kennedy had to be assassinated see also section 6 C above in footnote and 10 an interview 
with Victor Rico Galan footnote Elena Garrow alleged that Victor Rico Galan had claimed that Lee Harvey 
Oswald had been Sylvia Duran's lover see also section 6 C above in footnote the HSC a also asked to be 
shown the Cuban consulate the Mexican representatives informed the HSC a staff that Victor Rico Galan 
had at one time been arrested on political charges but that he was subsequently pardoned by either Diaz 
Ordaz or Luis echeverria the Mexicans said that they were searching for all files and newspaper articles 
requested by the HSC a the Mexican officials also offered their observations orally on the preliminary 
interviews conducted the previous day they pointed out that they found it strange that Silvia had told Oswald 
he could not travel while in Cuba they wondered what Duran was trying to tell Oswalt and whether she 


thought that Oswald had some objective in going to Cuba other than that ascribed by the popular version
